CIRCUIT COURT CRITICS. 


——— 
DISTRICT JUSTICE REPLIES TO 


JUDGE, 


At the Ballinrobe District Court on Tues- 
day, District Justice Coyne spoke of the 
oF san of the working of his courts by 
Judge Wyse-Power at the Castlebar Circuit 
Court in May leat. He said—For tho fourth" 
time, Judge Power has undertaken to 
criticise the working of my District Courts. 
A critic, whether self-constituted or other- 
wise, ought to s two qgualities—rignt 
_ accuracy. It is an act of presumption 

Power's part to set himself up as a 


Court Cotrectior in ‘this way, and I resent 


his intrusion strongly. I w d refer him to 
our Constitution, and I would wish him to 
read Article 64, wherein is founded “he pre- 
sent Court system. He will find that the 
status of the Chairmen of the various Courts 
—District Court, Circuit Court and High 
Court—is exactly the same. By his behaviour 
he violates all the canons of good taste. 

In May last he took upon himself to ray 
that he had to discharge two prisoners owing 
“to the incompetence of people who were 
supposed to know their business.” He was 
speaking of me. He added that he -vould 
hold that I was wrong in refusing to sign 
what he called a committal warrant until 
he was overruled by a higher Court. Now 
that he has been overruled by. the very 
‘authority to whom he himself referred the 
question, I have been expecting a complete, 
unreserved and manly withdrawal of the 
objectionable words used by him. But evi- 
dently I shall wait in vain. 

Cn that occasion he also said tna: the 


Minister for Justice issued a circular to all 


the District Justices on a matter that he was 
referring to. I have made tull inquiries, and 
I find that the Ministry never issued such a 


document. Indeed, I should be surprised if 
they did. I vill not allow any of my 
Registrars to be dictated to by anyone 'x- 
cept their. own department. I rtrongly 
d+ >recate Judge Power's uncalled for and 


unwarranted censures of them, Since they 


took officé in the District Courts they have 


carried out their arduous duties with credit, 


ant often have they worked late into the 
night. Judge Doyle, who acted as County 
Court Judge, never had cause to complain 
of any of the work of the Registrars, and 
he had a long experience of criminal pro- 


cedure in the county 
The latest of Judge Power's legal heresies 


is in conection with appeals from my Court 
He refused to accept an appeal on Form H 
signed by me, on the náir, that the amount 
of the penalty did not include costs. Such a 
view at this stage is best described as Rip 
Van Winkle law. It is attempting to revive 
a practice in proceduré that has been dead 
for twenty mn In Ireland there are two 
decided cases—Rex v. Wicklow J.J., and 
Rex v. Galway J.J.—both of the year 1907, 
which have been relied on in this connection: 
for they ended the doubt about the question 
of jurisdiction to hear an appeal where the 
penalty and costs were above the appealable 
limit. Judge Power holds a responsible 
position, and I pray him to act in a digni- 
fied manner in keeping with it.

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GIGANTIC CONCRETE WHARF. 
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By Commercial Boat Club, Galway, for 
building. a concrete facing round wharf, and 
erecting a new landing stage. 
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An important step in the construction at 
Zanzibar of a gigantic ferro-concrete wharf, 
800 feet in adh, has been reached with the 
driving of the last of the ferro-concrete piles 
on which the main structure is to be erected.

Lower Lucan road.—The work of resurfac- 
ing this road has been completed, and 
the road is in good order throughout. 
St. Margaret’s road.—The work of resur- 
facing this road has also been completed, and 
the road is now in good order. 
Malahide road.—Two steam rollers have 
been at work on this road for some time, and 
will remain at work until the road is finished, 
which should be in about three weeks’ time. 
Baldoyle-Portmarnock road — A consider- 
able portion of this road has been resurfaced, 
and the remainder of the work will be under- 
taken as soon as further supplies of stone 
are available. 

Maintenance Work. 
Dublin-Clonee road—Considerable improve- 
ment has been made on the surface of this 
road. From Cabra to Blanchardstown the 
road is now in fair order, and stone is- being 
prepared for the resurfacing of the more worn 
sections between Mulhuddart and Clonee. 
Castleknock road—This road has been 
patched with tar macadam throughout, and 
surface tarred between Ashtown and Castle 
knock. The tarring of the remaining portion 
will be undertaken in the spring. 

Naul road—The surface of this road has 
been patched and surface tarred from end to 
end, and is now in good order. 

District Roads. 
Castleknock sub-district—All the roads in 
this area have been patched with tar maca- 
dam, and are on the whole in fair order. 
Blanchardstown sub district—Most of the 
roads in this district have been patched with 
tar macadam, and the work is being con- 
tinued. The road from Santry to Ballymun 
is in bad order and needs strengthening and 
resurfacing. 
Coolock sub-district—Roads in this area are 
in the worst state of any in the district. I 
have made arrangements for resurfacing work 
as far as the funds at my disposal will allow, 
and stones for steam-rolling are being de- 
livered to the following roads :— Woodlands to 
Artane, Balgriffin to Drimnagh, Raheny to 
Dollymount, Furrypark to Stockhole, Thatch 
‘to Elm Park House. Coolock to Raheny. All 
the roads in the area have been patched with 
tar macadam, and the road from Grange to 
Balgriffin tarred. 

Special Works. 
The special works passed at the January 
quarterly meeting, for which sanction has 
been obtained, have been put in hands. The

REINFORCED CONCRETE 
TELEGRAPH POLES. 
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A new design of concrete pole, brought 
out by the Westinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing Company, East Pittsburg, Pa., and 
known as the Hollowspun, is intended to 
meet the demands for longer life, greater 
strength, and increased factors in safety in 
telegraph, trolley, and transmission lines. The 
use of these concrete poles for telegraph and 
transmission lines makes possible a consider- 
able increase in the capacity of the lines, and 
thus permits a reduction in the number of 
poles per mile or an increase in the number 
of wires without lowering the factor of 
safety. 

As a relatively high percentage of tensile 
and shear. reinforcement is required in rein- 
forced concrete pole construction, the section 
of the individual rods must be kept down 
and some additional horizontal wrapping is 
given to ensure against shear failure. The 
resulting mass of reinforcement, commonl~ 
called a cage, is so dense that it is not 
possible to force the concrete into place by 
spading or tamping. 

In the Hollowspun process the reinforcing 
steel, after being accurately computed for the 
rticular class of pole to be made, is rigidly 
eld in place. the complete reinforcing cage 
is .aen placed in a horizontal form, and is 
held at the desired distance from ‘he surface 
of the form by concrete buttons that become 
part of the finished wal) of the pole. Concrete 
is added and the whole form is rotated at 
high speed, sufficient contrifugal force being 
developed to campact the concrete into a very 
dense wall, leaving a cylindrical opening run- 
ning through the centre of the pole for its 
entire length.

COTTAGES FOR £5 DOWN, 


A novel scheme under which working-class 


of 160,000 kw. of the new Crawford avenue 
Station was officially opened on May 26 last, 
and a fourth turbo-generator. of 75,000 kw. is 
at present on order, while there is now talk 
of. making the station evéntually 1,000,000 
kw.

The first 
section of the main equipment will be two 
60,000 kw. ‘‘ General Electric”’ turbo-gener- 
ators and ten “ Springfield ” water 
boilers, operating under the moderate condi- 
tions of 375ib. and 700deg. F. super-heated 
stoam temperature, whilst pulverised fuel 
firing is to be adopted throughout, a contract 
of nearly 1,000,000 dollars having been placed 
with the Combustion Engineering Corporation 
for complete ‘‘Lopuleo’’ equipment. This 
will embody the latest Fáis. sg" in pul- 
verised fuel firing, and will.include air heaters 
and fin tube water cooled combustion cham- 
ber walls. 

The principal advance in the design is that 
all the four walls of the large-volume combus- 
tion chamber will be constructed of 4in. Mur- 


ray _ steel tubes with overlapping 
fins welded down‘ each side, whilst 
the water screen of ordinary 4in. 


steel tubes at the bottom and the boiler tubes 
at the top will completely encircle the com- 
bustion chamber, so that the fuel is burnt in 
an enclosed space surrounded on all sides by 
tubes through which the boiler water is cir- 
culating.

CHANGES TO MEET MODERN 
REQUIREMENTS. 


The British Engine@wing Standard Associa- 
tion has recently published a new issue of the 
British Standard Specification for Portland 
Cement (No. 12-1925), which’ was last revised 
in 1920. Since that time it has been found 
desirable to make certain changes to bring 
the British Standard Specification more into 
line with present day requirements and to 
meet prevailing conditions of manufacture and 
testing in hot climates. In the course of the 
work of revision a more precise méthod was 
sought than that heretofore adopted for deter- 
mining the consistency of the neat cement 
paste for the tensile and setting time tests. 
Extensive investigations were carried out, but 
no method was found which could be con- 
sidered *unquestionably more reliable, and the 
directions of the previous editions of the 
British Standard Specification have therefore 
been retained. The investigations are being 
continued in the hope that some satisfactory 
means may be found which can be included 
in a future edition of this Specification. The 
following are the principal alterations em- 
bodied in the 1925 edition of the Specification : 

A summary of the tests is given at the 
beginning of the Specification. Provision has 
been made for testing in hot countries at 
temperatures up to 95 degrees Fahrenheit. 
In climates where the temperature runs above 
95 degrees or below 58 degrees special arrange- 
ments have to be made between the vendor 
and the purchaser unless the ranges given 'n 
the Specification can be artificially produced. 
The cement is now required to be more finely 
ground, the permissible residue on a 180 x 
180 sieve being 10 per cent. instead of 14 per 
cent, Tolerances are faid ‘down for tue 
number and, size of wires and size of openings 
in sieves, both for cement and for sand. The 
minimum size of the sieveing area is now 
specified to be 50 square inches and the 
minimum depth of the sieves to be 2} inches. 
The: maximam figure for the hydraulic 
modulus has been raised to 2.90 and for the 
minimum limit for magnesia is now 4 per 
cent. The minimum _ tensile 
strength of neat cement after 7 days has 
been increased to 600Ib. per square meh, and 
that of cement and sand after 7 days to 
S25lb. per square inch. The 28-day test on 
neat cement has been eliminated. The 
amount of water for gauging cement and 
sand briquettes is now to be ascertained by 
means of a formula based upon the amount 
needed to produce the plastic mixture re- 
uired in the tensile test for teat cement. 
The Standard Leighton Buzzard sand is re- 
quired to be of the white variety, and its 
loss of weight on extraction with hot ‘hydro- 
chloric acid is specified not to exceed 0.25 per 
cent. The initial setting time of normal 
setting cement is to be not less than 30 
minutes and the initial setting time of quick-

A SEAMAN’S DISCHARGE 


BOOK. 
(By MAURICE McGRATH.) 

The box is to your right as you enter the 
doorway. It bears above it a card marked, 
‘Any of these, threepence each.” Here it 
was that I found it, a slender little volume, 
greasy and tattered with much usage, bearing 
the title, ‘“‘Continuous Certificate of Dis- 
charge.” A seaman’s discharge-book is a 
queer find, even in that paradise for the seeker 
after queer things, the threepenny box of a 
second-hand bookshop. I took up the little 
volume afd began to turn its pages. 

In an earlier day I think they would have 
burned it for an evil book, one that worked 
magic. Its pages were crowded with stamps, 
signatures and Official endorsements, dates, 
names of ships, tonnage and horse-power— 

ueer, cabalistic signs that bred visions. 

On the first page it recorded that its owner 
had shipped before the mast, bound for Val- 
paraiso. Valparaiso? Ireland slid down into 
the sea beneath the starboard quarter, and 
the clipper-bow dipped to the angry combers 
that stormed their fretful, foam-crested way 
from the far Agulhas.

The occasionally ill-treated "I 'Trovatore ” 
was produced by the Carl Rosa Opera Com- 
pany last night at the Gaiety Theatre, Dub- 
in, before a crowded audience.

LONDON LETTER. 


THE MONEY MARKET.

Mr. Churchill’s announcement that the 
embargo on foreign loans is withdrawn was 
received with great satisfaction in the 
City of London this morning ; for it means 
that once again the London Money Market 
will be free to act in competition with other 
centres for these loans, and, since it has 
always been agreed that trade follows the 
loan, it is hoped that such will be the 
case now. It is understood that there ar 
some foreign countries waiting for the re- 
moval of the restriction to come here for 
money, which will be mainly expended on 
the purchase of materials. Belgium 2s 
likely to be one of the earliest and largest 
customers in this direction. 


The Road Fand. 


Mr. Churchill is expected to make a 
big raid on the Road Fund, which next 
year will “probably take some nineteen 
millions of taxation. Mr. Churchill has 
claimed the right to review the fund from 
time to time, in common’ with all other 
taxation raised by the State, and it is 
known that he is considering whether the 
country can afford to spend such a great 
amount of money on roads alone. The 
Treasury can take vittually nothing from 
the Road Fund during the present finan- 
cial year, since nearly all the money 1s 
earmarked, but, when the Chancellor 
introduces his Budget next year, he Will be 
in a position to take part of next year’s 
fund for other uses. 


The Motorists’ Views. 


Mr. Churchill, should he persist in this 
attitude towards the Road Fund, must be 
repared to meet witlr strong opposition 
rom motorists. Motorists are not now a 
small body, but a véry representative and 
formidable portion of the taxpaying com- 
munity. It is held in motoring circles 
that all the money taken by the taxation 
of motors should be devoted exclusively to 
the purpose for which it was originally 
intended, and until this has been achieved 
not a penny should be devoted to any other 
object. Mr. Churchill, however, is not 
likely to be deterred from carrying out his 
intention by protests from any quarter, 
and it is generally agreed that, in these 
days of heavy taxation, nineteen millions 
a year is no inconsiderable sum. It is 
probable that the matter will be raised in 
the House of Commons soon after Parlia- 
ment reassembles; for the motor associa- 
tions have been holding meetings in 
private to formulate a scheme for presenta- 
tion to the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and the Minister of Transport. 


Civil Service Pay. 


Once again the Treasury is consideriny 
whether something cannot be done to cut 
down salaries in the Civil Service with a 
view to economy. Various schemes have 
been prepared with this end in view, but 
nothing has been adopted. The scheme 
most favoured is a “cut” ranging from 
fifteen per cent. on salaries of £3,000 a 
year down to two and a half per cent. on 
the lower séales of pay. This would result 
in a considerable saving, but the opinion 
of those who would be affected has not yet 
been taken. It seems, however, that the 
time has come when the war bonus 
question will have to be considered.

Italy and the United States. 


The Italian Government is conducting 
its negotiations with the United States 
Government in connection with its debt 
settlement with a determination that some- 
thing definite shall be achieved. Much 
of the.prelimimary work in connection 
with the, settlement has already been com- 
pleted, with the result that the formal 
negotiations begin at a more advanced 
stage than was the case when the French 
Commission went to Washington. Count 
Volpi, who is an able financier, is a most 
capable assistant to Count di Martino, the 
Italian Ambassador to Washington, and :t 
would not be surprising if Italy were the 
first to follow us with a settlement. 

Sir James Craig. 


Sir James Craig had a long interview 
A the Office of Works this afternoon with, 
Lotd Peel, the First Commissioner. It is 
understood that the pressing forward of 
the work of building Government offices 
and Law Courts in Belfast was discussed. 
Sir James, it is learned, urged that the 
work would have to be done in the near 
future, and suggested that, in view of. the 
amount of unemployment in Northern Ire- 
land, a great deal of constriction work 
might be done during the winter months. 


Brighter Trade. 


Evidence of a brighter trade prospect 1:

to-day. The Secretary of the London Iror 
and! Steel Exchange reports a greater fee! 
ing of confidence ; for a contract for railway 
electrification in India, involving £5,000,000, 
is to be placed in England, and British 
engineers are to carry out a transport 
scheme in Africa, upon which £6,000,000 
is to be expended. Another announcement 
is that a colliery at Swansea, idle for five 
months, was to be reopened to-day, while 
it is further stated that the Acklam Ste! 
Works at Middlesbrough are to be re- 
started after having been closed for over 4 
year. 


The Auto-Gyro. 


The tests of the wonderful Cierva auto- 
gyro have now been completed at Farn- 
borough, and the negotiations between the 
Air Ministry and the inventor continue in 
progress with a view to the construction 
of some new machines. It is thought, 
however, that Senor Cierva will not super- 
vise the building of these himself, but will 
entrust the plans to a well-established firm. 
It is believed that, if the auto-gyro prin- 
ciple were applied to a machine with a 
single Napier Lion engine of 450 h.p., it 
could carry twelve passengers at one 
hundred miles an hour, and could align¢ 
anywhere almost at a stand-still. It 
could also come down during a fog at 
night, or at any other moment when visi- 
bility might happen to be bad. It is ex- 
pected that before long aeroplanes will he 
able to ascend vertically, thus doing away 
with the necessity of building aerodrome: 
a long way out of town, since quite a small 
space in the centre will suffice.

ANOTHER REBEL RAID ON

It is evident from telegrams received 
yesterday that the situation is not yet 
under control. Rifle shots have been ex- 
changed on the slopes of Mount Hermon, 
and minor skirmishing has occurred in the 
Kuneitra. region between French forces 
and a rebel band. The rebels tore up 
a stretch of the Hejaz railways south of 
Damascus, which is now being repaired.

ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 


WHAT THE DRUSES WANT. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
DAMASCUS. Wednesday. 
The cause of the recent outbreak at 
Damascus can be traced by a review of the 
modern history of the Druses. They have 


' now a distinctive nationality, with a com- 


plete religion, which is a mixture of 
Christianity and Mohammedanism. 

Between the years 1840 and 1860 there 
was intermittent warfare between” the 
Druses and the Maronites, the latter being 
Uhristians, who entered into a formal 
union with Rome at the Council of 
Florence in 1445. 'Massacres of Maronités 
occurred in the latter half of 1860. 
culminating in a gathering of the Powers, 
when it was resolved to send a French 
army to Syria to punish the Druses, who, 
however, retired into the desert of Hauran, 
where.the French were unable to follow. 

I have had a conversation with several 
of the principal Druses, all of whom men- 
tioned 1860,,one of them saying: “ The 
French have‘ never forgiven us.” During 
the course of these conversations the 
Druses complained that they had not re- 
ceived any consideration under the French 
the bulk of the Government 

herails being chosen from among the 
Maronitos, while they themselves had. been 
persistently ignored and treated as non- 
eXistent 
| They did not speak unkindly of General 
“errail, but said that he had made no 
attempt to appreciate their point of view, 
and that finally the situation had become 

so intolerable that they cohsidered it better 
“fo tight and die rather than live under 
conditions.” ‘‘Our villages,’’’ they 
added, “ have been burned and our men 
killed, but they will never kill the soul of 
our people.”’ 

The Druses realised that they could not 

long withstand a well-organised and well- 
equipped army with tanks, machine guns 
and aeroplanes; so they altered their 
tactics and small bands started operations, 
notably round Hama and Damascus, which 
eventually resulted in the Damascus 
troubles, which were to be the signal for a 
rising throughout Syria. 
. The opinion in French circles here is 
that the French action at Damascus saved 
the country from much more serious 
troubles. Questioned as to the extent of 
their demands, the Druse leaders replied 
that they would be content with what 
Iraq possesses.

advisability of prohibiting the rt of all 
such animals.. Owing to their lack of condi- 
tion on leaving the farms and grazing centres, 
Irish stores were unable, without serious de- 
terioration, to withstand the hardships en- 
tailed by sg i to and attending at fairs, 
followed by transport by rail and boat to 
their final destination. ey arrived at cross- 
Channel ports poor and weakly, and some- 
times took weeks to recover the effects of the 
journey before they began to thrive and put 
on weight. 

As the Canadian cattle were landed in much 
better condition, and were already pushing 
Irish stores out of the best markets in Great 
Britain, immediate action by all concerned 
was needed if Canada was not to be allowed 
to capture the best markets with her well- 
bred, well-fed and rly Cared animals. If 
Ireland was to hold her place and compete 
successfully with the great and increasing im- 
— of Canadian cattle in good and 

ealthy condition into Great Britain, it was 
imperative for her to breed a better type of 
animal, to feed it more generously from birth, 
and to keep it growing and developing well 
from the calf stage, and to place the animal 
on the market in good condition at an early 


ge. 

As the tendency of the consuming public 
at present was for a smaller and more tender: 
joint of beef, the keen demand was confined 
mainly to cattle well meated and finished, to 
weigh from eight to ten cwt., live weight. 
The day for raising a steer of fourteen to 
fifteen cwt at a profit, when three or four 
years old, was past. The Department recom- 
mended that special lectures on the breeding, 
rearing and fattening of cattle should be 
arranged for during the coming winter by in- 
structors, and that experiments of a suitable 
nature should be carried out. : 


. MR. HOGAN'S ACTIVITY.

THE AGRICULTURAL GRANT. 


The Committee adoptéd a resolution, pro- 
posed by Mr. W. Thorpe, to the effect that 
only farmers who tilled at least 354 per cent. 
of their arable land should be entitled to the 
benefit of the Agricultural Grant in future, 
thereby ensuring that all who tilled the ré- 
quired percentage shall receive about ós. in 
the £, and that first crop hay shall only 
count as tillage. . 

Mr Thorpe said that he moved the reso- 
lution at the recent Grain Conference in 
Dublin and it was defeated, but, though he 
might be wrong, he was of the opinion that 
all the “ farmers” at the conference were not 
bona fide farmers. He would like to hear 
how much hand they tilled. 

Colonel Weymss Quin said that they all 
had experienced the ‘horrors of compulsory 
tillage during the war, and he thought that 
every farmer was dead sick of Government 
interference with tillage. He was against 
compulsion in any shape or form, 

The Chairman—there is no compulsion. 

Colonel Quin—It is the same thing. Con- 
tinuing, Colonel Quin said that he lost on 
every acre he tilled. Increased tillage was 
all Ms so far as employment was con- 
cerned, but it would never pay. 

The Chairman, in opposing the proposal, 
said that he did not think it economic to put 
land under tillage which was. capable of 
fattening cattle. If they ear-marked the 
grant for a certain class, and got them to till, 
those men would get fs. in the £, which 
really meant a benefit of 4s, 9d.

CONVICTION IN ARMY 
FRAUD CHARGE,

GOVERNMENT BLAMED 
BY JURY, 


x—— 


It was midnight before-the jury returned 
their verdict,. in the Central Criminal 
Court, Dublin, yesterday, in the case of 
fraudulent conversion of Government 
money. 

After an absence from court of two 
hours they found a verdict of. “ guilty” 
against Hugh Callan, Robert’ B. Harold 
and Michael F. Conway, who were charged 
with converting to their own use £3,466 
10s., while employed in the Army Finance 
Department in West Cork during 1923. 
The prisoners were put back for sentence. 

There were twenty-seven counts to the 
indictment, and the: case was that the 
money was misappropriated by means of 
forged receipts, purporting to emanate 
from traders and others who did not exist. 

Th evidence closed at 4.45 o'clock, and 
after counsel’s speeches and the judge’s 
summing up, the jury retired at 10 p.m. 
To their verdict of guilty on all counts 
the jury added a rider that the Govern- 
ment was greatly to blame for permitting 
men with paltry salaries to deal with such 


large sums of money. 
THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C.; Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C., and Mr. E. Sheehy (instructed by Mr. 
Boyd, State Solicitor) prosecuted. Mr. J. 
Reardon and Mr. J. A. McCarthy (instructed 
by Mr. W..F. O'Connor, Cork) appeared for 
Seaver and Harold, and Mr. A. Lynn (in- 
structed by Mr. P. Campbell) for Callan. 

The defence was opened at the resumption 
of the trial, the prisoner, B. Harold, 
being put in the witness box.: Examined by 
Mr. Reardon, he said that he did not pay 
any accounts in cash and did not handle any 
of the money. In none of the 590 vouchers 
issued had he forged anybody's name. 

Mr. Carrigan (cross-examining)—Are you 

repared to say that any of those persons to 
whom receipts were made ever existed? I 
am not. 

If you are not prepared to contradict the 
evidence of witnesses who say that the re- 
ceipts are bogus, how do you defend pay- 
ment to persons who never existed? My in- 
structions from Mr. Callan were that when 
bills were presented for payment bearing the 
certification of an authorised officer I 
should pay them. My’ responsibility ceased 
then. 

And you did not inquire from officers 
whether they did, in fact, sign the certifi- 
cates? No. 

Mr. Carrigan produced a certificate signed 
by Conway in favour of “John O'Neill, 
Dunmanway,"’. and representing a sum of 
£311 10s. Evidence was given on Tuesday 
that no such person existed, and Mr. 
Carrigan asked the witness whether he 
spoke to Conway about signing the certificate. 

The witness replied in the negative. 

Mr. Carrigan—Can you say that such a 
}person as John O'Neill ever existed? I am 
not in a position to swear that. 

Michael F. Conway was then examined by 
Mr. McCarthy. He also denied forging 
vouchers or receipts, and said that he certified 
accounts after investigation when no ofhcer 
was available for the purpose. ; 

Cross-éxamined by Mr. Carrigan, he said 
that he was getting £2 10s. a week in the 
Army. Before he joined he was earning 
£4 12s. 6d. and commission as a grocers 
assistant and traveller. He was led into 
joining the Army by “a trap,” and, though 
he was disappointed, he made “the best of 


| it’’ while in the Army. 


y 
“ PREPARED TO LOSE £100,000."’ 

The prisoner Hugh Callan then went into 
the witness box, and, in reply to Mr. Lynn, 
mentioned that as a result of his investiga- 
tions in West Cork a number of Army officers 
and traders were arrested. They were 
acquitted by a military Court of Inquiry. 

While he was in Cork in 1925 between 
£40,000 and £50,000 a month was paid out to 
claimants. In July and August about £20,000 
was paid in cash. He*vdid not know how 
much was paid by cheque. 

Prior to the general election of 19235 it was 
represented to him that the Governmen de- 
sired to clear up all outstanding accounts in 
order to avoid opposition to the Government 
candidates. When he suggested the prob- 
ability of fraud and irregularity, he was told 
that he State was prepared to lose £100,000 
in order to win seats at the election. 

When he left for West Cork in July, 1925, 
he was given a humber of cheques, signed. in 


blank, and when these were exhausted, and 


owing to certain irregularities he opened an 
account in his own name. By this means he 
paid the accounts furnished to him. 

He first ledrned of the complaints concern- 
ing his accounts when he read extracts from 
the report of the Auditor-General published 
in the Jrish Times: on the 22nd April last. 
He wrote to the authorities in Dublin pro- 
testing against some of the statements in the 


report. 
PAYMENT BY CASH. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, the wit- 
ness said that it was necessary to settle all 
accounts in the months of July and August, 
and that, in order to do so in the time allowed, 
he was obliged to adopt the method of pay- 
ing by cash instead of by cheque, as was the 
practice previously. He had no specific 
authority from Dublin to make these arrange- 
ments for payment. Messrs. Kenny and 
Baker, of the Army Finance Department, 
were not honest witnesses. Tlfey were pre- 
judiced against him; he believed that they 
“had conspired to justify the Auditor- 
General’s report.”’ h 

He would not deny that the twenty vouchers 
about which evidence had been given might 
be fraudulent. Owing to the abnormal condi- 
tions prevailing in Cork it was quite possible 
to pass bogus claims on him. He had no 
means of preventing that. 

This closed the evidence. 

WITNESS ARRESTED. 

Michael T. McFarrelly, of Clifden, Gal- 
way, who was called as a witness in the case, 
but who did not give evidence at yesterday's 
hearing, was arrested by Detective Sergean 
Lynch as he was leaving the court.

GOLDEN FAIR 100 YEARS 
AGO. 
——— 

“THE HICKEYS AND .THE 


HOGANS.”’ 


The Times of yesterday reproduced the fol- 
lowing news item, which it quoted from the 
Clonmel Herald in its issue of November 4th, 
1825 :— 

“The fair of Golden was held on Wednes- 
day, and we are happy to state that the day 
passed off without any cisturbance, notwith- 
standing we dreadful “' note of preparation ” 
which: had been made for. a pitched combat 
between two deluded factions, the. Hickeys 
of Golden ‘and’ the Hogans of Gremane. So 
the te i o'clock m the morning, one of 


the (the Hickeys) marched into the fair, 
upwards. of 400. strong, armed with all 
dascright tions of weapons, and evidently de- 
termined to maké a ‘vigorous stand; they 
shouted repeatedly during the day for their 
opponents to come forward, but Captain 
Richardson, who brought 50 of his regiment, 
the 36th, from Cashel; stationed a party 
them on the Thomastown.road, and thus pre- 
vented the Hogans from coming in contact 
with the hostile party: , Little busi- 
ness was done in ednsequence of the appre- 
hension entertained that dreadful fighting 
would take place. We understand that ex- 
tensive preparations. had been made for a 
butchery of each other on this occasion, and 
that, summonses had been actually isstied to 
those mort. to the respective parties to 
he in attendance. It is reported that seve- 
ral persons on their way home were dread- 
fully: maltreated, and that one of them has 
since died of the injury he -received on the 
éccasion.”’

PASSING OF A USEFUL

the position of the National Literary Society, 
whose meetings were a feature of Dublin 
literary life for many years past. Unfor- 
tunately, the Society came to an end last 
year, and, so far as can be ascertained, no 
attempt has been made to revive it, The 
death of the President, Dr. Sigerson, meant 
the end of the Sociaty. 

We are informed that the valuable library 
of over 600 volumes has been sold, for the 
most part to dealers, Inchided were several 
rare volumes, and also the pick of the library 
of John O'Leary bequeathed by him to the 
Society. 

The Society was established in 1892 to 
promote the study of Irish literature, music 
and art, and Dr. Sigerson was its moving 
spirit all through, Other well-known literary 
and artistic people identified with it up to 
the last were Dr. he vy ~ ms Fake 
Fi .

states :— : 
“In the early part of this year an amal- 
gamation of great significance was effected 
when the Legion of Irish Ex-Service Men 
terminated its separate existence and became 
the South Irish Area of the British ion, 
Simultaneous action was taken in Northern 
Ireland, with the result that ex-Service men 
throughout Ireland were united, irrespective 
of rank, religion or politics, 

“One consequence of this fusion has been 
the transfer of the provision of relief oí dis- 
tress among Irish ex-Service men and their 
dependents to the benevolent funds of the 
British Legion, and the unhappy economic 
conditions obtaining in Ireland Lave neces- 
Sitated a heavy drain upon those funds. 
Distress is becoming increasingly severe: 
many families are living in ‘the utmost 
verty. Unemployment is more rife than in 
ngland, and the price of food is higher, while 
that of coal is prohibitive for the majority of 
these men. In those districts where turf fuel 
is available it is more difficult to obtain owing 
to the bregking-up of jarge estates into small. 
holdings, the owners of which need the peat 
for their own consumption, It is, however, in 
the towns and villages, where there is ho 
work, that distress is becoming more acute. 
The standard of living is alarmingly low, 
and, although the harvest this year ie been 
a good one, the general economic situation 
affords little hope of any marked improve- 
ment. With the advent of winter, increased 
suffering is inevitable among unemployed ex- 
Service men. 

“In very many districts in Ireland British 
Legion Relief Committees have been set up to 
deal with the alleviation of distress, but the 
additional burden imposed upon Lord Haig’s 
Appeal Fund makes it essential that the 
response of the public on Poppy Day ‘should 
be generous if this work——with its healing 
qualities of such importance to the Empire— 
is to be conducted successfully. On November 
11 all will be able to contribute, and on that 
day the traditional gallantry and war-time 
ae, Irish regiments should not be for- 
gotten.

Giving evidence on behalf of the 
Farmers’ Union before the Commission on 
the Relief of the Sick and Destitute Pov 
in Dublin yesterday, Mr. Conor Hogan, 
T.D., made the surprising statement that 
people in the County Homes were better 
off than the occupants of many farms.

Students. of 
the lunacy problem were agreed ‘at the 
disease was on the increase, and the numbers 
in mental hospitals to-day, as compared with 
25 years ago, were quite alarming.

CRUELTY TO CATTLE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—As one who farms in the Free State 
and in England, may 1 be allowed ‘to add a 
contribution to the problem which concerns 
the serious loss of cattle trade as between 
this country and Ireland? ‘Vhis refers to the 
use of trained dogs. In England, as a general 
rule, the dog does the work which in Ireland 
is performed by the ash-plant, and does it 
more efficiently and humanely. Anyone may 
notice in an Irish fair that there are at Jeast 
one hundred ash-plants to one trained dog. 
The unfortunate cattle suffer accordingly 
but they do not suffer alone; for it soon 
reacts on the pockets of the farmers and 
dealers, 
The lamentable complaints of the brui 
flesh and wretched condition of Irish athe 
imported into this country are certainly in 
a measure due to the treatment they receive 
in the fairs as well as in transport. I trust 
that this letter may meet the eye of some- 
one in authority, and, by encouraging the
